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NEW six-cent air mail stamp will 
be issued at Washington, D. C., 
on 1 August to commemorate the 50th 
anniversary of the U.S. Air Force. 
Collectors desiring first day cancel- 
lations of the 6-cent Air Force stamp 
may send addressed envelopes, togeth- 
er with money order remittance to 
cover the cost of the stamps to be af- 
fixed, to the Postmaster, Washington 
13, D. C. An enclosure of medium 
weight should be placed in each en- 
velope and the flap either turned in 
or sealed. The outside envelope to the 
Postmaster should be endorsed “First 
Day Covers 6¢ Air Force Stamp.” 
The Air Force stamp (shown above) 
will be 0.84 by 1.44 inches in dimen- 
sion, arranged horizontally, printed by 
the rotary process, electric-eye per- 
forated, and issued in sheets of 50. 
The color of the stamp will be Air 





Force blue. An initial printing of 40,- 
000,000 of these stamps has been au- 
thorized. 

The stamp has for its central sub- 
ject a B-52 Stratofortress in a banking 
position with three F-104 Starfighters 
in the background. The Air Force 
eagle and thunderbolt shield appear 
in the upper left corner of the stamp 
superimposed over a portion of the 
wing on the Stratofortress. The 
wording “Fiftieth Anniversary United 
States Air Force” is arranged in one 
line across the top of the stamp and 
to the right of the design. The word- 
ing “U. S. Air Mail Postage” and the 
denomination “6c” appear in the low- 
er right portion of the stamp. All let- 
tering is in white face Gothic. 

The basic design was executed by 
Mr. Alexander Nagy, jr., of Balti- 
more, Md.

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USMA Resignations Near Record; 
Annapolis Ranks Also Depleted 


(USAF ACADEMY CHANGE, P. 11) 


HE Armed Services are being struck 

with the loss of hundreds of West 
Point and Annapolis graduates who are 
resigning their commissions. 

The full impact of the sharp rise in 
resignations—revealed in last week’s is- 
sue of THE JOURNAL—became known this 
week with the release of official Penta- 
gon statistics. 

They confirmed that 10.8 per cent of 
the USMA Class of ’54 quit last month, 
the very first opportunity for resigna- 
tions at the end of three years’ obligat- 
ed service. 

Army officials said that unless the 
resignation trend is reversed it now ap- 
pears that attrition in the ’54 class will 
exceed the previous record high of 24% 
in the class of ’23. 

The Navy reports that 469 members 
of the class of ’46 at Annapolis resigned. 
This is 46.48% of those commissioned in 
the Navy and Marine Corps. 

The USNA Class of ’47 has been de- 
pleted by 325 resignations—41.4%—and 
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the Class of ’50 already has had 137 
resignations — 29.03% — with further 

losses expected.

Family Housing Makes Progress On Hill; 
All Services Benefit In Committee Action 


Construction of more than six thou- 
sand new Capehart homes for military 
families throughout the United States 
won approval of the House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee on 23 July. 

The Committee also gave the Services 
the go-ahead on plans to buy 4,791 
Wherry family housing units at locations 
where Capehart homes are being con- 
structed. 

Representative L. Mendel Rivers 
(D-SC), who heads the House Armed 
Services Real Estate Subcommittee, said 
the Services, temporarily, at least, will 
not be permitted to make any structural 
changes in the Wherry units. His sub- 
committee, he said, will visit a few 
typical Wherry projects before recom- 
mending to the full committee the ex- 
tent of changes which will be necessary 
to bring the Wherry housing in line with 
other public quarters. 

He said “All Wherry units will not re- 
quire expansion but I feel that we will 
find that some will need enlargement.” 

The full Committee also approved 104 
units of appropriated funds housing for 
the Army’s antiaircraft defense area in 
Pittsburgh, Pa.

Secretary Wilson Hails Radford’s Service; 


Asks Law To Boost Retired Pay $12,255 


Secretary of Defense Charles E. Wilson | 
has asked Congress to enact special legis- 
lation to continue Admiral Arthur W. 
Radford’s full active duty pay and allow- 
ances following 
his retirement 
next month, 

Admiral Rad- 
ford’s current 
permanent rank 
—Rear Admiral 
—entitles him to 
retired pay of 
$9,687 annually. 

The proposed 
legislation gives 
the retiring 
Chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of 
Staff permanent 
four-star rank 
and retired pay 
of $21,943 annually. 

Secretary Wilson urged enactment of 
the legislation “because of the many dis- 
tinguished services which Admiral Rad- 
ford has rendered to his country during 
more than 45 years of service.”

He said “Admiral Radford’s numerous 
decorations bespeak the brilliant leader- 
ship, courageous initiative, and sound 
judgment that have been characteristic 
of his entire service in positions of ma- 
jor importance particularly during the 
period from the beginning of WWII to 
the present time. 

“In addition to his earlier accomplish- 
ments, his competence as Chairman of 


the Joint Chiefs of Staff, particularly in 
the fields of global strategy and interna- 
tional affairs, his absolute fairness and 
objectivity in his dealings with all of the 
military services together with his clear 
understanding of their problems, and his 
accomplishments during his tenure in 
the Office, have stamped Admiral Rad- 
ford as one of the outstanding military 
leaders of our time.” 

Secretary Wilson said it has been “a 
rewarding experience” for him “to have 
served with Admiral Radford during the 
past four years, and I feel very deeply 
that it is most appropriate and fitting 
that his conspicuous contributions to the 
Nation and to the Free World should be 
rewarded in the manner proposed.” 

Mr. Wilson noted that enactment of 
the legislation would cost the Govern- 
ment an additional $12,255 annually dur- 
ing the period Admiral Radford is on the 
retired list. 

The JCS Chairman will be 62 in Feb- 
ruary. He completed his 45th year of 
service this month. 


JCA Is Disbanded 


The Defense Department has an- 
nounced disbanding effective 1 Aug, of 
the Joint Construction Agency, which 
has accomplished hundreds of millions 
of dollars worth of military construc- 
tion in France and Southern Europe 
since its establishment in April, 1953. 

Present director of the Joint Con- 
struction Agency is Maj. Gen. B. L. 
Robinson. 








House Group Urges Services To Set Ney 
Targets For Standardization Program 


The House Government Operations 
Committee has called for a speed-up of 
Pentagon efforts to standardize more 
than three million items of clothing and 
equipment used by the four military 
services. 

The Committee was especially critical 
of the amount of time which the Services 
are spending in “interdepartmental dis- 
cussion and coordination on relatively 
minor matters.” 

At the same time, however, the Com- 
mittee said it “fully understands the dif- 
ficulties which confront the Department 
of Defense in attempting to give general 
management direction to a vast technical 
effort, broken up into thousands of in- 
dividual projects differing in degrees of 
complexity from women’s shoes to weap- 
ons systems.” 

Legislation which set up the standard- 
ization program was passed by the Con- 
gress in 1952, The Pentagon put the plan 
into operation two years later and pre- 
paratory work was scheduled to be com- 
pleted by July 1961. 

The Committee urged this week that 
the target date for completion of the 
preparatory work be shortened by at 
least a year. 

Once detailed plans are completed, the 
next step is elimination of unneeded 
items from the military supply systems. 
The target date for this phase is fiscal 
1964 but the Committee says the time 























can be shortened by “at least thre 
years.” 

In addition, the Committee urges that 
obsolete items and unessential varieties 
be dropped from the system as soon as 
it is determined that they are no longer 
needed. The Committee “finds that the 
rapid infusion of new items [250,000 tp. 
300,000 annually] and the slow deletion of 
old items [about 150,000 become obsolete 
each year] will defeat the standardiz,. 
tion objectives unless suitable contro] 
methods are devised.” 

The Committee also recommends that

Admiral Holloway Promises More Flag 


Navy special duty officers have found 
a champion in Representative Dante Fas- 
cell (D-Fla.). 

Congressman Fascell appeared before 
the Kilday House Armed Services Sub- 
committee to protest current promotion 
practices relating to SDO’s. 

He asked that provisions be incor- 
porated into the “hump” legislation under 
consideration by the subcommittee to aid 
those SDO’s who have been forced ahead 
of the promotion zone. 

Because of current policies, he said, 
various categories of SDO lieutenant 
commanders were not considered by se- 
lection boards in fiscal 1956 and 1957 and 
three categories will not be considered 
in fiscal 1958. 

Chairman Paul J. Kilday (D-Tex.), 
thanked Congressman Fascell for his in- 
terest and assured him that the problem 
will be considered by the subcommittee. 

Later, the Subcommittee questioned 
the Navy about some of its other SDO 
promotion practices. 

Representative L. Mendel Rivers (D- 
S. C.), wanted to know what opportunity 
an SDO has to become head of his spe- 
cialty. The Navy said it is permitted to 
make a certain number of SDO’s ad- 
mirals and there is “no restriction on 
their being placed in charge of their 
specialty.” 

Subcommittee Counsel John R. Bland- 
ford noted that of the total restricted 
Line flag officers in the Navy, present 
law contemplates that about one-half 
will be EDO’s and about one-quarter 
each will be AEDO’s and SDO’s. 

At present, the Navy said, there are 27 
restricted Line flag officers including 17 
EDO’s, seven AEDO’s and three SDO’s.

Launched from an F-89 Scorpion jet 
fighter on the MB-1 Douglas Genie roc- 
ket, this history-making air-to-air atomic 
proved that nuclear weapons can be suc- 
cessfully employed in air-to-air combat.

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R&D Program Notable Exception; Personnel Cuts Not Heavy 


HE military budget for fiscal ’58 pro- 

vides $33.7 billion in obligated au- 
thority, with all Services taking heavy 
cuts from estimates recommended by 
President Eisenhower. (Editorial Com- 
ment, Page 10) 

Agreement reached by House and Sen- 
ate conferrees provides $7,264,550,000 for 
the Army, $9,866,355,000 for the Navy and 
Marine Corps, $15,930,220,000 for the Air 
Force, $16,350,000 for the Department of 
Defense, and $682,375,000 for interservice 
activities. 

The research and development pro- 
grams of the Armed Forces emerged vic- 
torious as the conferrees agreed to give 
the Defense Department the full $1.5 bil- 
lion which it had recommended. The 
Army will receive $400 million for R&D 
activities, the Navy $505 million and the 
Air Force $661 million. 

Personnel funds also escaped large- 
scale cuts, although $9 million was shaved 
from the Navy and Marine Corps recom- 
mendations and about $39 million from 
the Air Force. The total approved for 
personnel is $10.4 million—more appar- 
ently than will be spent in view of the 
100,000 cut ordered by 31 December. 

Army Reserve and National Guard re- 
quests suffered a $23 million cut but the 
two Houses agreed to consider supple- 
mental requests if the amount proves 
inadequate. They also stipulated that at 
least 300,000 men be maintained in the 
Army Reserve and 400,000 in the ANG. 

Here is a break-down by Service of the 
items which had been in controversy: 


ARMY 


Military Personnel—$3,113,000,000 in- 
stead of $3.5 recommended. In addition, 
$400 million will be derived by transfer. 
The Conference Committee announced its 
intention that $1.5 million be made avail- 
able to carry out the proposed aviation 
training program. 

Operation and Maintenance—$3,215,- 
000,000 instead of $3.4 billion recom- 
mended. $20 million of the amount will 
be allocated for National Guard and Re- 
serve activities. 

Reserve Personnel—$197 million in- 
stead of $207 million recommended. The 
conferrees announced their intent that 
the Army Reserve be maintained at not 
less than 300,000 men. In the event that 
funds prove inadequate to carry out this 
objective, “full and sympathetic consid- 
eration will be given to a supplemental 
request” either during the current or suc- 
ceeding session of Congress. 

Army National Guard—$333,800,000 in- 
stead of $320 million recommended. The 
conferrees announced their intent that 
the National Guard be maintained at a 
minimum strength of 400,000 men. If 
funds prove inadequate to meet this ob- 
jective, a supplemental request will be 
given “sympathetic consideration.” 

Research and Development—$400 mil- 
lion, as recommended. 

National Bd for Promotion of Rifle 
Practice—$250,000 instead of $320,000 
recommended. 

Alaska Communication System—$5.5 
million instead of $5.7 million. 

Procurement and Production—The Ad- 


tion of $583 million. The House allowed 
$67 million after the President had ad- 
vised that $516 million could be deferred. 
The Senate approved no funds for this 
purpose and the conferrees accepted the 
Senate recommendation but provided the 
Services may purchase 13 passenger auto- 
mobiles at not to exceed $3,000 each and 
15 others not to exceed $2,400 each “for 
replacement only.”

On Carriers-It’s Done With | 


PATUXENT RIVER, MD. 

A newly-perfected mirror landing sys- 
tem (MLS) for use on aircraft carriers 
and shore installations has already been 
credited with reducing carrier landing 
accidents by more than one-third, and 
saving taxpayers $20,000 a year. 

Coupled with the angled-deck carrier 
design, MLS has reduced the accident rate 
for carrier based aircraft, the Navy says, 
from 3 per 1,000 landings to .9 per 1,000 
over equivalent two-year periods. 

Use of MLS in flat deck carriers is not 
anticipated in the near future. 

Main MLS component is a curved mir- 
ror (about 4x4 feet square), mounted in 
an automatic stabilizing frame on the 
port of the ship. Four bright source 
lights are beamed into the mirror from 
an aft position, forming a “meatball” 
which is reflected to the pilot of an ap- 
proaching aircraft. 

If the pilot is in the optical glide beam 
provided by the reflected “meatball,” the 
spot will be centered in a row of station- 
ary green lights. If the plane is too high, 


the “meatball” will move up; if it is too | 


low the spot will drop correspondingly. 
“On target” is the mirror’s center. 

The principal advantage of the new sys- 
tem is that it raises the landing pattern 
around the carrier from 100 to 500 feet, 
adding an invaluable margin of safety 
for the pilot. In addition MLS allows 
for a straight-in approach at night and 
reduces the necessary pilot training time. 

Developed by the Liberty Mirror Divi- 
sion of the Libbey-Owens-Ford Glass Co., 
the special optically-ground mirror used 
in the system is coated with chromium 
film by a vacuum diffusion process. It 
would take 500 of these films, each about 
6 millionths of an inch thick, to equal 
the thickness of one sheet of newspaper.

Navy Release Plans 


Will Affect 15,000 


The Navy has announced its present 
plans for reduction in personnel strength 
in accordance with the Secretary of De- 
fense memorandum of 16 July. This mem- 
orandum requires a reduction of 1,635 
officers, and 13,365 enlisted men now on 
duty. 

The Navy said: the reduction in officer 
personnel is planned primarily by means 
of the early release of junior reserve of- 
ficers, who would otherwise be continued 
on active duty for a period of several 
more months, Additional reductions will 
be made in various Officers’ Procurement 
Programs. 

The Navy will accomplish the reduc- 
tion of 13,365 enlisted personnel by early 
release of certain selected personnel, and 
by reduction of the number of Naval 
Reserve personnel on active duty. Ad- 
ditionally, recruiting quotas will be re- 
duced by some 5 per cent. 

“The Bureau of Naval Personnel is 
making every effort to ensure that the 
reduction in manpower will be entirely 
just to the personnel concerned, and at 
the same time, that the most effective 
officers and enlisted men are retained for

BALTIMORE - DENVER: ORLANDO 
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High Safety Record 
Set By C-123 Transports 


An extraordinary flight-safety record 
has been set in the past two years by Air 
Force C-123 assault and logistics trans- 
ports, a survey by the aircraft’s manu- 
facturer, Fairchild Aircraft Division, 
Hagerstown, Md., shows. 


In two years of Air Force use—the first 
C-123 group was formed in mid-1955— 
the more than 200 assault-logistics trans- 
ports now in service have been involved 
in fewer than ten accidents, three of 
which occurred during extremely hazard- 
ous DEW Line logistics operations. None 
of the accidents involved fatalities and 
none were charged to mechanical failure 
or to faulty design. 


Typical of the C-123’s Air Force history 
is the record of the Air Force's largest 
C-123 group, the 513th, based at Sewart 
AFB, Tenn. The 513th’s commander, Col. 
John R. Roche, gives these figures of his 
group’s operation for the period July, 
1956 to July, 1957: 


The 513th's transports have flown more 
than 26,000 hours, carried more than 27,- 
000 passengers and more than 9,900 tons 
of non-passenger cargo, without a fatal- 
ity and without accident attributable to 
mechanical failure or faulty design.

Air Force “Early Outs” Will Ease 


Impact of Slash; Promotions Unchanged 


IR Force officials told THE JOURNAL 
late this week that officer promo- 
tions for the current fiscal year will not 
be adversely affected by the 25,000 man- 
power cut ordered by Defense Secretary 
Charles E. Wilson. 

They emphasized also that force-outs 
will be held to a minimum—probably 500 
officers—and said everything possible will 
be done to prevent hardships to individ- 
uals. The Air Force will rely principally 
on “early outs” to reduce manpower. 

The Air Force has told Congress it in- 
tends to make more than 9000 temporary 
promotions to captain and above. This 
includes 5938 to captain, 2060 to major, 
960 to lieutenant colonel, 300 to colonel 
and 25 to general officer rank. 

Here is the text of the Air Force 
memorandum covering its plans to meet 
new manpower ceilings: 

1. The USAF, in reaching a military 
strength of 900,000 on 31 December 1957 in 
compliance with the directive from the Secre- 
tary of Defense dated 16 July 1957, anticipates 
initiation of the personnel actions discussed 
below. A reduction of 3,800 officers and at 
least 21,200 alrmen by 31 December is the 
requirement. 





2. To the extent necessary personnel who 
will complete tours of duty, and who have 
indicated they will not remain in the Alr 
Force, and whose tours of duty expire In FY 
1958, will be released early. As a general rule, 
the procurement of new and untrained per 
sonnel will be reduced to the extent practi 
cable. 

a. OFFICERS 

(1) Select and release from active duty by 
31 December 1957 officers who are non-career 
Reservists and who have established dates of 
separation (DOS) during the last half of FY 
1958. To insure minimum adverse effect upon 
operational capability and to meet monetary 
considerations, officers will be selected in 
equal monthly increments and approximately 
three months earlier than their DOS. 

(2) The Recall and Direct Appointment Pro 
gram has been reduced, and those to be 
brought on duty will be deferred, except for 
medical officers, until the last half of the 
Fiscal Year 1958, 

(3) Of the FY 1957 AFROTC graduates 
selected for entry into non-flying duties in 
FY 1958, approximately 500 will be delayed 
for three months and brought on active duty 
in the last half of the fiscal year. This will 
not affect call to active duty for the first 
increment of 700 presently in _ process.

That Sad Budget. Instead of the usual 50-50 
compromise between the House and Senate on 
their differences in the defense appropriation, the 
conferees have agreed that three-quarters of the 
nearly $1-billion the Senate restored will be 
dropped. Thus the final bill will be $2.3-billion less 
than originally requested by the President. 

It is not strange that the conferees reached this 
lop-sided agreement. After the Senate, following 
the President’s strong plea, had valiantly restored 
much of the House cuts and sent the measure to 
conference, their stand was effectively under- 
mined by two sad events: 1) the Director of the 
Budget ordered all executive departments to hold 
1958 expenditures to the 1957 level, and 2) the 
Department of Defense announced a 100,000 cut- 
back in Service personnel. 

With admissions on the part of the Administra- 
tion that it intended to make, and take credit for, 
reductions in the Services, the Senate conferees 
were stymied. The result:—the Services will be 
weakened and so will the U. S. position in the dis- 
armament conference. 


Shocking Losses. Revelation of the appalling- 
ly high percentage of graduates of the U. S. Mili- 
tary and Naval Academies who are resigning 
their careers should bring home to Congress and 
the people the realization of the seriousness of 
the personnel problem in the Armed Forces. 

These are men who were so eager for careers in 
the Regular services that they persevered through 
the heavy competition necessary to get into the 
Academies, succeeded through the nation’s most 
rigorous four years of education, and then were 
so disillusioned as to their prospects that they re- 
signed when their obligated tour of duty was com- 
pleted. For the 48 of the West Point ’54 graduates 
who already have resigned, the Department esti- 
mates it spent $2,000,000 in their education and 
training. Yet this is only the beginning—the Army 
estimates that at the rate resignations are being 
turned in, this class will exceed the previous rec- 
ord of 24 per cent. 

The Air Force, which has been getting officers 
from both West Point and Annapolis, has been 
suffering, too. For example at least 20 per cent 
of the West Point class of ’52 commissioned in 
the Air Force have resigned, while more than 33 
per cent of the Annapolis men who went to the 
Air Force that year are now out. 

If these youths who early dedicated themselves 
to the Services cannot be retained, what can be 
expected of those who gave up careers in civil life 
to serve their country? In the expanding economy 
of America today, youths who want to remain in 
the Service of their Nation are discouraged by 
the great disparity between their standards of 
living and privileges in and out of the Service. 
With families to bring up and children to educate 
the pressure of greater incomes on the outside is 
drawing them away. At the same time it is putting 
a great burden on the Services to recruit and re- 
tain replacements and maintain efficiency. How 
much more economically effective it would be to 
pay more and retain more! 


Welcome General Lemnitzer. The Army high 
command in Washington gained an officer of ex- 
ceptionally wide experience With the other U. S. 
Services and with our Allies, when General Lyman 
L. Lemnitzer took the oath of office 22 July as 
Vice Chief of Staff. Like the Chief of Staff, Gen- 
eral Maxwell D. Taylor, General Lemnitzer com- 
pleted a tour as Commander-in-Chief Far East 
Command and Commander-in-Chief United Na- 
tions command just prior to taking up his duties 
at the Pentagon. 

General Lemnitzer’s diversified experience dates 
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back to WWII when he served as Chief of Staff 
to the Supreme Allied Commander Mediterranean. 
In October 1942 he was with General Mark W. 
Clark and Admiral Jerauld Wright on the famous 
secret submarine trip to Algiers to prepare the 
way for the North Africa invasion. He took an 
active part in the discussions with representatives 
of Marshal Badoglio which led to the capitula- 
tion of Italy. He was charged with the manage- 
ment of Allied discussions with representatives 
of the German High Command in Switzerland

which resulted in the unconditional surrender ¢; 
the German Armies in Italy and Southern Austria, 
Furthermore he headed the U. S. delegation ty 
the Military Committee of the Five Powers jp 
London in 1948, and was director of the Office 
of Military Assistance in 1949. Also, like his Chief 
he is a qualified parachutist. 

In taking office as Vice Chief of Staff, Genera) 
Lemnitzer stressed the need for a balance be 
tween the Armed Services and also between com. 
ponents within the Army itself. No one Service 
he said, can win a war alone. 

General Lemnitzer comes to his high post at 
a critical time for the Army and the Armed Sery. 
ices. With General Taylor he promises to make, 
valuable addition to the Army Team.

The USMA resignation rate has been 
rising sharply. Army statistics show 
that less than 2% of the '47 and '48 
dasses resigned within five years of 

duation, when most of the resigna- 
tions occur. 

But during the first five years of their 
service, 9.6% of the class of ’49 quit; and 
this shot up to 11.5% for ’50 and 20.9% 
for '51. 

The loss rate continues to grow. The 
USMA class of ’52 already has sustained 
a 21% resignation rate, and more are 
expected. 


The class of ’53 at West Point, at latest 
word, had lost 84 members from Service 
of the 375 commissioned in the Army—a 
24% attrition. 


The Army study reveals that loss by 
resignation is considerably lower among 
Distinguished Military Graduates given 
RA commissions than among graduates 
of West Point. Officials say this is be- 
cause the ROTC graduates make their 
choice of a military career later in life. 

Only 1% of the DMG’s appointed in 
FY '54 resigned so far, and the projected 
resignation rate for the '53 appointees 
is 19 per cent. 

It is pointed out that the Army is 
forced to offer many more hundreds of 
Regular commissions to DMG’s than 
there are vacancies, This is because large

authorized will result in the following: 

(a) The retirement or release from active 
duty of certain reserve officers eligible for 
retirement. A board of general officers con- 
vened at this Headquarters will select those 
to be released from those officers on extended 
active duty who have completed 20 years’ ac- 
tive Federal service, at least 10 years of which 
are active Federal commissioned service, and 
30 years’ total service for basic pay purposes 
if permanent grade is that of colonel, or 28 
years’ total service for pay for lieutenant 
colonels. 

(b) The release from active duty of reserve 
officers whose continuation on active duty is 
not necessary to the overall effectiveness nor 
in the best interest of the Air Force. A board 
of general officers convened at this Headquar- 
ters will make final selection in this category. 
It appears at this time that this action will 
release approximately 500 officers. 


b. AIRMEN 

(1) In general an early release program is 
being initiated. As necessary, airmen whose 
normal terms of service expire in FY 1958 
and who do not intend to reenlist will be re- 
leased in increments as much as five months 
early. 

(2) Monthly non-prior service level procure- 
ment will be reduced effective with the month 
of September. 

3. Major air commanders have been in- 
formed of the actions to be taken in their 
commands to accomplish these reductions.

Army Forced To “RIF” 1,500 Officers, 
Others To Be Released By 31 Dec. 


HE following is a statement made available by the Army on 24 July—just one 

week after Secretary of Defense Charles E. Wilson had ordered a cut of 5,530 
Army officers and 44,470 enlisted men by 31 December. 

Army officials still were studying the impact of the cut on promotion plans, It 
was estimated unofficially that 1000 promotions, or more, of the previous 11,000 
planned for this fiscal year may not be made because of revised ceilings. 


a. The number of officers called to active 
duty between now and 1 January 1958 will 
be materially reduced. ROTC graduates, now 
on call for two years,.will not be affected, 
and will be called as planned. Primarily af- 
fected will be those Reserve officers who, the 
Army expected, would apply for active duty. 

b. The remaining portions of the strength 
reduction will be accomplished as follows: 


(1) INVOLUNTARY RELEASE of about 
1500 officers now on active duty in the grades 
of colonel through captain. These officers 
will be considered for release by a Depart- 
ment of the Army board upon nomination 
of the chiefs of service and officer assignment 
branches. Officers designated for release will 
be notified not later than 15 November of their 
designation and will be afforded a maximum 
separation notice of 60 days plus travel time 
to their homes. It is intended that most noti- 
fication of separation will be received by 15 
October. The reduced grade structure of the 
Army will require the following approximate 
separations by grade:

(2) Certain officers who otherwise would be 
separated after January 1958 because of pro- 
motion passover or category denial will be 
released from active duty in November.

be separated by November. 


d. Retirement qualified officers who have 
been retained on active duty past retirement 
eligibility to fill shortages in the grade struc- 
ture or critical specialties will also be sepa- 
et from active duty in the early part of

active duty will also be released. Priority in 
these separations will be the least productive 
warrant officers. Emphasis will also be placed 
on separations in those areas where substan- 
tial overstrength now exists. In the latter 
group are the following specific Military Oc- 
cupational Specialties:

The Department of the Army has also re- 
emphasized the screening of Regular officers 
for elimination under the statutory provisions 
of Title 10 United States Code when these offi- 
cers fai] to meet the same active duty stand- 
ards established by a smaller Army as are 


being applied to the Reserve officer on active 
duty. 

Part of the reduction of 44,470 enlisted men 
by the end of this year will be accomplished 
by reduced draft calls and the remainder 
by separations of enlisted men who are the 
least prepared to meet the complex require- 
ments of a reduced but more competent Army. 
Directives have been issued to discharge from 
the Army men who lack the aptitude to ab- 
sorb the more technical training. The Army 
expects to discharge 25,000 of these by 31 
December 1957. First priority in this action 
will be the discharge of those ineffectives 
now in the training phase. Discharge of the 
‘‘non-trainables’’ now in units will be accom- 
plished in increasing numbers as this category 
is eliminated from the training establishment. 


USAFA Appointments 


A new appointment system for the Air 
Force Academy has been voted by the 
House Armed Services Committee. 

It will go into effect for the next four 
years if it wins House and Senate ap- 
proval, and will replace the current in- 
terim system which is operating until the 
Academy reaches full enrollment and the 
West Point-Annapolis appointment sys- 
| tem becomes effective. 

Under the present interim system each 
Congressman may nominate 10 candi- 
dates who take a competitive examina- 
tion. Proportionate vacancies are allotted 
to each state and the top candidates in 
the State are appointed. 

Under the new interim system, each 
Member of Congress and each delegate 
in the Congress will be permitted to name 
one man to the Academy, and 10 alter- 
nates, After an appointment is tendered 
for each Congressman, the remaining 
Congressional appointments will go to 
the alternates. 

The House Committee explained that 
the new system will assure each Con- 
gressman that he will be able to appoint 
at least one cadet to the Air Force Acad- 
emy. Under the present system, some 
Congressmen are represented by more 
than one appointee and others by none.

Witnesses To Explain 


Loss Of Retired Pay Upon Disenrollment 


There was strong indication this week 
that the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee will prevent loss of retired pay 
in cases where officers are dropped from 
the rolls because of criminal acts com- 
mitted after retirement. 

Top Navy officials were called before 
the Kilday Subcommittee to testify 
about the case of Cdr. R. R. Rueger, 
USN-Ret., who was dropped from the 
rolls following his conviction by a civil- 
ian court on a manslaughter charge. 

Details of the Rueger case first were 
disclosed in THE JOURNAL, which edi- 
torially opposed the Navy’s action in 
eliminating retirement pay in such cases. 
The Rueger decision subsequently gained 
widespread interest in the Congress and 
in the daily press. 

Secretary of the Navy Thomas S. 
Gates headed the list of witnesses ap- 
pearing before the Subcommittee in a 
closed-door session called by Chairman 
Paul J. Kilday (D-Tex.). Other witnesses 
were VAdm. James L. Holloway, USN, 
Deputy CNO for Personnel, and RAdm. 
Chester C. Ward, Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral of the Navy. 





Although details of the executive ses- 
sion were not made public, Representa- 
tive George Huddleston, jr., (D-Ala) told 
THE JOURNAL that members of the Sub- 
committee are in agreement that some 
action should be taken to present “in- 
justices of this type.” He said the Navy 
witnesses also “agree that something 
should be done, but they believe it is up 
to the Congress to change the law.” 

Present law, however, is not manda- 
tory. It states that the President “may” 
drop officers from the rolls if they are 
convicted of offenses by civilian courts. 

Congressman Huddleston said his own 
interest in the investigation stems from 
the fact that one of his constituents is 
similarly involved (see page 12). 

Meanwhile, Congressman Kilday said 
he will consider the possibility of mak- 
ing public the transcript of the closed 
hearing. 

Subcommittee Counsel, Lt. Col. John 
R. Blandford, USMCR, told THE JOURNAL 
that no decision about future action was 
reached at the conclusion of the hear- 
ing. But, he said, there was “a thorough 
discussion of the problems involved.”

Army Automation 


Under Test At Meade 


The Army policy encouraging the use 
of Automatic Data Processing Systems 
(ADPS) has resulted in a unique project 
now underway at Ft. Meade, Md. 

Following the January 1956 Directive 
on Financial Management and recently- 
published AR 1-250, Meade was selected 
for the initial testing of modern electronic 
equipment to simplify and speed the 
Army’s data processing, bookkeeping and 
other forms of day-to-day record keeping. 

According to the present plan, com- 
puters to be installed at Meade will have 
the capacity to store and compute data in 
seconds or fractions of seconds that now 
take minutes or even hours by manual 
methods. 

Citing a hypothetical case, the Army 
envisions a unit supply sergeant placing 
a request for helmets without even leav- 
ing his office. With electronic machinery, 
he would simply place the request into 
the ADPS unit which would transmit it 
via a central receiving station to the 
warehouse, after a few seconds taken by 
the computer to determine whether the 
sergeant’s request is within the author- 
ized limit for helmets and that the ware- 
house has an adequate supply on hand. 

If successfully applied at Meade, say 
Army spokesmen, the same techniques 
could eventually be used at every military 
installation in the world.

Changes in the organizational struc- 
ture of the Air Force Cambridge Re- 
search Center, Hanscom Field, Bedford, 
Mass., went into effect with the start of 
the 1958 Fiscal Year (1 July), it was an- 
nounced by Maj.

Army Will Supervise 
Martin Missile Plant 

The Department of the Army will have 
mobilization cognizance over a new guid- 
ed missile and small weapons systems fa- 
cility now being built by The Martin Com- 
pany near Orlando, Fla. 

Mobilization cognizance is a term used 
to describe a situation where one service 
is given the responsibility for scheduling 
all mobilization defense production in a 
specific plant. 

The facility will be the country’s first

Too Much Emphasis on Profits, Too Little 
On Cost Reduction, Hurley Tells Congress 


Business and Government today are 
placing too much emphasis on prcfits and 
not enough on cost reduction, Mr. Roy 
T. Hurley, Chairman and President of 
Curtiss-Wright Corporation, told the 
Hebert Subcommittee of the House 
Armed Services Committee which is in- 
vestigating jet engine production. 

‘The American taxpayer” Mr. Hurley 
said, “should not be encouraged to ex- 
pect a tax reduction by a reduction in 
profits on military contracts. For Cur- 
tiss-Wright, such profits average about 
3%% of sales. Substantial savings can 
be made, however, by reducing the cost 
of product sold, For Curtiss-Wright this 
cost averages about 964% of the price 
of the engine. A 5% reduction of this 
amount would be a greater saving for 
the taxpayer than completely eliminat- 
ing all profits on military business.” 

In the world of business and govern- 
ment today too much emphasis is being 
placed on profits and not enough on cost 
reduction. It is easy to talk about profits, 
itis a popular subject. But, it does not 
require the work and know-how that 
goes into well planned cost reduction 
programs such as we have at Curtiss- 
Wright. Too often in dealing with price 
redetermination and price renegotiation 
problems under our contracts with the 
Government we have been faced with 
what amounts to nothing more than 
profit cutting. 

“The feast or famine scheduling and 
a3%% profit after taxes does not per- 
mit an aircraft engine manufacturer to 
develop the engines and accumulate the 
facilities necessary to meet the Govern- 
ment’s requirements and accomplish the 
desired cost reductions.” 

Mr. Hurley also urged that more free- 

dom be given the military services in 
the use of funds, but that they be held 
accountable for results. He also recom- 
mended that military contractors be en- 
couraged to provide their own facilities 
and that such costs be recognized in 
Pricing the end products, 
_“A good example of the problems fac- 
ing the military services and the con- 
tractor” he said, “when the Government 
furnishes facilities is the big extrusion 
Press leased by the Government to Cur- 
tiss-Wright and located at our Buffalo 
Plant. In September of 1949 the Chief 
of Procurement at Wright Field re- 
quested that we find a method of elimin- 
ating welding from steel propeller blades 
then being purchased by the Govern- 
ment. A few months later we succeeded 
in extruding a steel propeller blade with- 
out welding, with improved physical 
Properties, and with promises of large 
cost reductions.” 

We submitted a proposal to the Gov- 
etnment which called for Curtiss-Wright 
to provide the press with its own funds 
if the Government would allow us to 
charge the costs incurred to the propel- 
ler blades being produced and delivered 
‘o the Government. We were confident 
that the savings for the blades then on 
schedule would be sufficient to pay for 
the press in a short period of time and 
that thereafter the Government could 
continue buying propeller blades of a 
Superior quality at a lower cost. Under 
; vernment practices this could not be 
one and the Government decided to 
yr aped the press itself. We agreed to 

18 and soon found ourselves enmeshed 





in the well known large press program 
with its delays, holdups, investigations, 
and re-investigations, and requests for 
innumerable reports and conferences. 

“The net result was that under Gov- 
ernment auspices we did not get the big 
press into operation until 1956—seven 
years after the program was started. The 
press is and will continue to be a suc- 
cess. It will provide products the Defense 
Department must have and will save 
money, but the seven years of prepara- 
tion was an expensive and unhappy per- 
iod for Curtis-Wright and the Govern- 
ment, 

“It is recommended that the military 
branches of the Defense Department be 
given more freedom of action in the use 
of funds appropriated for their use, but 
that they be held accountable for the 
end result of such use, The present sys- 
tem of numerous approvals in control- 
ling the use of appropriated funds is 
cumbersome and wasteful. 

“Tt is recommended that something be 
done to permit or encourage military 
contractors to provide their own facili- 
ties and to recognize the cost of such 
facilities in the price of the product. This 
will result in earlier delivery of the 
product and will provide a superior prod- 
uct at a lower cost.”

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Commissary Priorities Set; Medical Rules, 
Housing Reports Cited In Army Regulations 


IORITIES for Commissary Patrons 
in cases where commissary supplies 
prove inadequate to the demand are es- 
tablished in AR 31-170. The following or- 
der of precedence has been designated: 
military personnel on active duty at the 
installation; military personnel on active 
duty not stationed at the installation; re- 
tired personnel; widows; all others. 

The regulation details all persons and 
organizations who are or may be entitled 
to commissary privileges. 

Medical and Dental Corps Reserve Officers 
will not be relieved from active status or 
discharged under Section a (1), (3) and (5) 
of AR 140-160 if they: are under 35 years old 
and have not completed at least one year 
active duty (other than for training), exclu- 
sive of duty performed while enrolled in 
student programs, or have otherwise incurred 
by law or contract an active duty or reserve 
obligation. Under Change 5 to AR 140-160, the 
above conditions apply to those found tem- 
porarily disqualified for entrance on active 
duty because of a defect remediable within 
one year. 

Commercial and industrial type activities 
may be operated by the Army only when it 
can be clearly demonstrated that private 
enterprise cannot provide the service or 
products necessary to meet mobilization re- 
quirements, In accordance with this DA 
policy, AR 235-5 sets forth the criteria and 
procedures necessary for determining the 
continuation or establishment of government 
operation. 

Standard Pattern for NCO Academies is 
set forth in AR 350-90, Setting the minimum 
length of NCO Academy courses at four 
weeks, the regulation notes that although no 
standardized course of instruction is required, 
the inclusion of certain specific courses has 
been made mandatory. 

A Special one-time Housing Report on 
barracks, BOQ’s and family housing require- 
ments and assets for each Army installation 
must be submitted in accordance with DA 
Cir 210-1. The Circular provides criteria for 
determination of housing requirements. 

Wearing of the Cotton Uniform (abbrevi- 
ated) must conform to the general principle 
that the uniform may be authorized for off- 
duty wear when outside military installations 
where common usage has led to general ac- 
ceptance of shorts as appropriate men’s wear 
during hot weather, and where it will not 
attract undue attention or detract from the 
Army uniform. Spelled out in AR 670-5 are 
the latest regulations for the wearing of the 
cotton uniform by male personnel, 

Twenty-two Class IMI Installations have 
been redesignated Class III effective 1 July 
1957, in GO 35. 

The CONEX Cargo Transporter is the 
subject of AR 55-166. The regulation deals 
with all aspects of the utilization of cargo 
transporters in CONEX Service. 


LOGISTICS 

Repair parts allowances and initial guide 
quantity lists are regulated in AR 700-18. 
Purpose of the regulation is to insure that 
repair parts authorized for issue to field, 
organizational and depot maintenance units 
are commensurate with the time, tools and 
technical skills available to them. 


STORAGE of strategic and critical mater- 
ials is the subject of AR 780-61. This regula- 
tion contains instructions for the preparation 
of GSA Form 46 and DA Form 621. 

Spot Check Inspections of Ordnance equip- 
ment together with Ordnance reports are 
dealt with in AR 750-925. The regulation is 
applicable to the Regular Army, National 
Guard, Army Reserve and ROTC. The ob- 
taining of supplies for repairs and utilities 
activities is governed by AR 420-30. 
procurement of certain supplies is provided. 

Use of DD Form 1149-series requisition 
and shipping documents is explained in AR 
725-53. The eppendix to this regulation ex- 
plains the construction of AF Department 
requisition numbers. 

Donation of surplus personal property to 
special interest activities has been regulated 
by AR 755-12, The regulation governs both 
reportable and non-reportable property.

Automation Goes To 


Field In Army Plans 


By 1970, battlefield commanders will 
use automation to completely “war 
game” their plans and orders prior to 
committing troops to combat, accord- 
ing to Col, Russell L. Hawkins, Chief 
of the General Division, Combat Devel- 
opments Section, Ft. Monroe, Va. 

Studies are said to show that an auto- 
matic data processing system offers the 
best method advanced to date to provide 
the type of automation required in the 
theater of operations. 

Using automation, commanders can 
feed tentative decisions into a computer 
which will then indicate to them the 
probable results or consequences of their 
planned course of action. 

“It can’t predict the outcome,” Colonel 
Hawkins said, “because as humans we 
can’t predict all the variables.” 

The pioneering studies on the field use 
of electronic computers, were announced 
by General W. G. Wyman, CONARC 
Commanding General.

A Lakehurst spokesman attrib- 
uted the start of the fire to a “careless 
driver who tossed a lighted cigarette 
from a passing automobile.” 

As a crash crew from Lakehurst ar- 
rived at the scene, sparks from the blaze 
carried far into another area and a 
second mammoth blaze roared through 
the pine and scrub oak woods. 

By 3:30 PM Lakehurst and local com- 
munity firefighters—backed by helicopter 
spotters from HU-2, led by Cdr. J. A. 
Harman—concluded that the blazes had 
been brought under control. 

Then the wind shifted toward the sta- 
tion and the flames again rose to heights 
twice as high as the 30 to 50 foot pine 
trees. 

Immediately, additional scores of Lake- 
hurst men were rushed to the scene to 
build controlled backfires. All hands were 
restricted to the post on call in the event 
further reinforcements were needed. 

At 7:30 PM the restriction to station 
was lifted and officers and men not on 
official duty were permitted to leave the 
base. 

An unseasonable flurry of wind carried 
flaming debris to still a third area at 
about 8:30 PM. All officers and men in 
the area were called out to combat the 
new holocaust. 

Working in intense heat and acrid 
smoke, sailors, marines and civilians 
brought the blazes under control at about 
midnight. 

A pall of smoke blanketed the low- 
lying areas of Lakehurst and nearby 
communities as the undergrowth and 
tree trunks continued to smoulder. About 
1,000 acres were burned out with damage 
to several homes. 

Injured 

During the firefighting, two officers 
and two enlisted men sustained injuries. 

Seriously hurt was Maj. Edward E. 
Kaufer, Office-in-Charge of the Lake- 
hurst Marine Barracks. He was com- 
mitted to the Naval Hospital, Philadel- 
phia, Pa., after receiving second and third 
degree burns resulting from the explo- 
sion of an overheated fire apparatus. 

Also injured by the explosion was ist 
Lt. Thomas F. Kelaher, USMC, who was 
treated for first and second degree burns 
and released, 

R. J. Smith, AN, USN, and Pfc. John 
Frederickson, USMC, both received 
minor burns. 

The fire was brought under final con- 
trol by a steady drizzling rain which be- 
gan at about 6:30 AM on 23 July.

British Army Will Have Own “Air Corps” 
Responsible For Ligh 


The British Army will take over re- | 
sponsibility for its own light aircraft and 
helicopters and on 1 September will or- | 
ganize its own “Army Air Corps.” 

Announcement of the new separate 
Army formation for its own aircraft was 
made in the House of Commons 17 July 
by Mr. John Hare, Secretary of State for 
War. 

The new Corps will be assigned duties 
including reconnaissance, artillery ob- 
servation, traffic control in operational 
conditions, communications, some casual- 
ty collection, and the transportation of 
light stores. 

The development is of wide interest in 
the U. S. Services, for both Secretary of 
the Army Brucker and General Maxwell 
D. Taylor, U.S. Army Chief of Staff, have 
frequently insisted that the U. S. Army, 
although maintaining some 6,000 light 
airplanes and helicopters, does not want 
to organize an Air Corps of its own. 
Rather, aircraft in the U. S. Army are 
assigned to and employed by the various 
combat arms and services to meet the 
individual needs of each, so that no one 
corps has a monopoly on the use of air- 
craft. 

Basic unit of the British Army Air 
Corps will be the flight, one of which will 
normally be part of an Army brigade 
group, but it will at the same time be 
flexible and subject to modifications.
